WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
Senate small business committee 
has become interested in the ability 
of manufacturers to cancel their 
exclusive franchise agreements on 
30 days notice and may want to 
discuss the matter with them after 
the November elections, it was 
learned here recently. 

The committee decided to give 
the problem more study after 
hearing the complaint of an appli- 
ance distributor that his franchise 
had been cancelled on 30-day 
notice after he had just invested 
considerable money in expanding 
his plant to promote the product. 

The committee was reported to 
feel that a one or two-year can- 
cellation option might be a more 
equitable arrangement. The com- 
mittee was reported to feel that 
the 30-day cancellation provision 
was common in both the major 
appliance and petroleum industries 
and would be a proper field for 
Federal legislation.

June Freezer 
Sales First To 
i ‘53 Volume 


NEMA Firms Sell 23% More 
In Month, But for 6 Months 
Figures Are Down 30%

NEW YORK CITY—June was 
the first month this year that 
freezer sales by manufacturers 
reporting to the National Electri- 
cal Manufacturers Association 
were higher than in the same 
month last year. 

June sales of the 23 reporting 
companies, NEMA reports, were 
23% higher than last year. These 
manufacturers sold 76,819 units as 
compared with 62,375 last year. 

Sales for the first six months, 
however, were 30% behind last 
year’s figures. For the first half of 
1954, 352,569 units were sold as 
compared with 502,473 freezers in 
the same period of 1953. 

May sales of 59,728 units were 
16% lower than last year. June 
sales were 28% ahead of May and 
well above any previous month this 
year. 


1st Half NEMA Refrigerator 
Sales Off 15% from “ 


NEW YORK CITY — Refrigera- 
tor sales by manufacturers report- 
ing to the National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association were 
down 12% in both May and June 
as compared with the same months 
of 1953. Sales for the first six 
months were 15% behind last 
year. 

The 15 reporting companies sold 
282,164 household refrigerators 
during May and 303,127 during 
June, a gain of 7% for June over 
May. During the six months, they 
sold 1,875,052 units as compared 
with 2,180,432 last year. 

Domestic sales, however, were 
only 9 and 10% under 1953 in May 
and June, respectively. Canadian 
sales were off 56 and 58% during 
this months. Sales to other foreign 
countries were 5% below last year 
in May and 24% below in June. 

For the six months, domestic 
sales were down 12%, Canadian 
sales down 56%, and other foreign 
sales down 15%. Where 98,398 
units were sold in Canada during 
the first half of last year, only 
43,883 were sold there this year. 

During the first half of the 
year, 206,279 of the total units 
sold were equipped with two ex- 
terior doors.

Combination Air Conditioner, Heater for 
Truck Cabs Fits Under Instrument Panel 


FORT WORTH, Texas—What is 
said to be the first combined re- 
frigerated air conditioner and 
heater for truck cabs has been 
introduced by A.R.A. Mfg. Co. 

The new unit, which is 221% in. 
by 10 in. by 14 in. high, fits under 
the instrument panel of the truck 
cab without reduction of passenger 
capacity or usable space. 

A three-position switch regulates 
the blower, and the refrigerant is 
controlled through a thermostatic 
control in conjunction with a 
solenoid by-pass, which may also 
be manually operated. The unit 
changes “quickly and simply” from 
cooling to heating. 

Like A.R.A.’s refrigerated air 
conditioners for passenger cars, 
the truck cab combination unit is 
powered off the crankshaft. It has 
a two-cylinder Tecumseh compres- 
sor with 2-ton capacity. 

As a special optional feature, 
the unit contains a hot or cold- 
drink compartment which will hold 
a dozen 12-oz. cans or six 12-oz. 
bottles. In the winter the com- 
partment can be used to store 
coffee and other hot drinks. 

Press-formed, rustproof parts 
are used throughout the entire 
unit. One-half inch insulation is 


provided as well as an adjustable 
louver. 

Normally the unit is delivered 
with prime coat only, enabling the 
installer to apply final painting to 
blend with the truck cab interior. 
If desired, neutral finish-painting 
can be done at no extra cost. 

A.R.A. is now producing the 
truck cab cooler-heater for imme- 
diate delivery with a suggested 
retail price of $495 installed. In- 
stallation time is approximately 
four to six hours.

Mitchell has put $3 aside. The 
total fund accumulated will be 
divided by the number of air con- 
ditioners still unsold as of Sept. 
15, 1954. Checks in payment for 
unsold air conditioners will be 
mailed on Oct. 15. 

“All qualified Mitchell dealers 
and distributors are now sharing 
in the benefits of the DDP plan,” 
Tracey said. ‘We believe that this 
type of plan is a sound investment 
in the future of the air condition- 
ing industry as well as an expres- 
sion of faith in Mitchell dealers 
and distributors.”

DRYERS 
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TV Shows Boost Load, So Contractor Adds 
Special Coils To Cool Hotel Ballroom 


NEW YORK CITY—Tom Bar- 
rett, building superintendent of the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel in New 
York, last year managed to solve 
the problem of cooling the huge 
Grand Ballroom adequately. 

When the original air condition- 
ing system was installed over 15 
years ago, there was considerable 
doubt that the Grand Ballroom 
would ever be filled to capacity. In 
addition, such things as television, 
and the tremendous lighting load 
required for production of a TV 
show, were not considered. 

Today, however, hardly a week 
goes by that the room is not filled 
with three times the number of 
people originally planned for—and 
at least one TV program a week 
is televised from the Grand Ball- 
room, adding thousands of kilo- 
watts of heat. 

Fortunately, enough chilled 
water refrigerating equipment was 
originally installed to handle the 


present peak load. But the capacity 
of the air handling equipment was 
only one third as great as recent 
requirements demanded. 

Erick J. Roos, of the firm of 
Seelye, Stevenson, Value, & 
Knecht, consulting engineer, was 
called in to analyze the problem 
of increasing the capacity of the 
system. 

Roos recommended removal of 
the existing air washers and the 
installation of banks of chilled 
water cooling coils, with two new 
blower systems. In addition, the 
introduction of larger quantities of 
outside air for ventilation purposes 
required the use of new banks of 
pre-heating and heating coils, 
using steam from the hotel’s cen- 
tral heating plant. 

The installation contract was 
awarded to S. J. O’Brien Sales 
Corp. here. Tom Balchen, chief en- 
gineer for S. J. O’Brien, recom- 
mended coils manufactured by the

The coils had to be tailor-made 
for this job, since standard coils 
would have been difficult to fit in. 
Casing flanges, for example, were 
turned inward to gain 3 in. be- 
tween coils through close stack- 
ing. 

To prevent excessive pressure 
drop, a double-serpentine coil con- 
struction was utilized. Because of 
the tremendous quantities of 
water required, the coils are eight 
rows in depth and 10 ft. in length. 

The job was completed in June, 
1953, without interfering with a 
single ballroom engagement, de-

put on six to 10 tons of ice when 
it leaves port to serve both as 
ballast and for icing of the fish. 
When they head south for tuna, 
the hold will be chock-full of ice. 
Fishermen prefer ice to straight 
refrigeration because the melting 
of the ice keeps the fish clean,” 
Snider says. 


HALF AS MUCH ICE TO START 


“With our ‘ice-holding’ refriger- 
ation installations, however, only 
half as much ice is needed to start 
with. And because the refrigera- 
tion system keeps the ice from 
melting as quickly as it does ordi- 
narily, a boat can stay out for 
four or five weeks instead of two 
or three. 

“This means that the fishermen 
have a better chance of catching a 
full load. 

“And the ‘ice-holding’ arrange- 
ment can be important when a 
boat has reached port, too,’ Sni- 
der adds. “Sometimes the boats 
have to wait in line several hours 
to unload at a cannery. Boats de- 
pending on ice alone may find their 
ice is almost or completely gone if 
they’ve had to wait too long. As a 
result they receive much less for 
their catch.” 

He points out still other ad- 
vantages of this system. 


PLATES HOLD WHEN 
ENGINES ARE OFF 


“When they’re on fishing trips, 
the boats usually shut off their 
engines at night. The eutectic 
plates maintain refrigeration over 
night, and are refrozen during the 
day when the ship is cruising. 

“With this system we use as 
little as 30 lbs. of refrigerant com- 
pared with 450 lbs. in pipe coils, a 
great saving in cost in the event 
of a leak.” 

To date the firm has fitted some 
80 boats with these systems. 

Dole %-in. thick plates filled 
with a 10° F. eutectic solution are 
always employed. These plates, 
Snider says, incorporate %-in. 
hard drawn copper tubing inside. 

“We try to spot a plate in each 
bin or compartment of the hold 
where the fish are kept. The plates 
are 30 in. wide and run from 36 
in. to 60 in. long. 

“The plates are suspended in 


metal straps at the top of each 
bin. We try to get as much plate 
surface over each bin as possible, 
but we don’t use anything longer 
than a 60-in. plate. Up to 60-in. 
plates can be safely suspended 
with just two sets of hangers. 
Plates longer than that would 
need three hangers, which wouldn’t 
allow the plate to ‘give’ with the 
movement of the boat,” Snider ex- 
plains. 

A typical installation will use 
a 3-hp. Frigidaire open “Freon-12” 
compressor operated in conjunc- 
tion with a Halstead-Mitchell ma- 
rine type condenser, he said. 


COMPRESSOR DRIVEN FROM 
MAIN DIESEL OR AUXILLARY 


The compressor is’ driven 
through a power take-off from 
either the main diesel engine or 
the auxiliary. On many boats both 
the main and deisel engines are 
clutched to a common jackshaft 
which drives the compressor, pow- 
er generator, etc. 

“Capacity of the refrigeration 
systems naturally varies with the 
speed of the compressor,’ Snider 
comments. “While going to and 
from the fishing grounds the aver- 
age main engine will run at 1,500 
r.p.m., but the speed drops to 1,000 
r.p.m. when the boat is actually 
fishing.” 

There can also be considerable 
variation in the load, he indicates. 
Boats may fish for salmon in 55° 
F. water part of the year while 
the rest of the year they’re in 70° 
F. water seeking tuna. 

“The difference in water temper- 
ature has a considerable effect on 
the refrigeration load. We like to 
maintain about 30° F. in all cases,” 
Snider said. 


HAND VALVES MAKE 
SYSTEM FLEXIBLE 


To balance the system to the 
varying load, the plates are hooked 
up into separate circuits each con- 
trolled by a hand valve. This lets 
the crew cut circuits in or out as 
conditions require. 

Each circuit has its own ther- 
mostatic expansion valve. 

A noticeable reduction on load 
can be obtained, Snider pointed 
out, by maintaining a wet deck on

(Concluded from preceding page) 
the boat. This is usually accom- 
plished by discharging water from 
the condenser onto the deck. 

“In every job we install a suc- 
tion gauge and a discharge pres- 
sure gauge in the pilot house of 
the boat. This way the captain can 
keep close watch on what the re- 
frigeration system is doing with- 
out leaving the pilot house. In 
addition, we also provide a pres- 
sure switch which rings a bell if 
the head pressure gets too high.

pretty good mechanic and quickly 
learns the necessary knowledge of 
refrigeration to keep the system 
operating,” Snider comments. 


STANDARD PARTS MAKE 
REPLACEMENT EASY 


“Should expert attention be re- 
quired, or possibly replacement 
parts, he can put into the nearest 
port. Because standard parts are 
used, replacements can usually be 
quickly found. And the system is 
pretty much a standard hookup so 
the average refrigeration service- 
man can repair it if necessary.” 

Some fishermen, according to 
Snider, finds another benefit in the 
Electromatic system because they 
can properly “age” the ice, so 
much of which is purchased in a 
“green” condition today, while on 
their way to the fishing grounds. 

One owner, he added, also found 
that by brushing the plates above 
the bins each morning, he could 
make a thin layer of frost fall on 
the fish. This solved the previous 
problem of layer icing.

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Jordon Has Models 
In Two Lines of 
Sectional Walk-Ins 


PHILADELPHIA — Jordon Re- 
frigerator Co. has introduced a 
new line of walk-in refrigerators 
and freezers in various sizes and 
also in special custom sizes and 
custom combinations of freezers 
and standard temperature coolers, 
E. A. “Terry” Terhune, vice pres- 
ident in charge of the commercial 
division, announced recently. 

The basic sectional walk-in re- 
frigerators are being made in two 
models: the Jordon “Leader” mod- 
el and the “Standard” model. 

The “Leader” model is avail- 
able in only two sizes to per- 
mit volume production method and 
to provide for a lower price in a 
complete walk-in type of appliance 
for smaller stores, restaurants, 
hotels, and institutions, Terhune 
said. 

The Model LW-200 is 6 ft. long, 
6 ft. deep, and 714 ft. high with a 
recommended 1'%-hp. unit. The 
Model LW-300 is 9 ft. long, 6 ft. 
deep, and 71% ft. high with a %- 
hp. unit recommended. 

The special Jordon refrigeration 
unitized panel is not available for 
these two Leader models, and the 
refrigeration unit is installed “re- 
mote.” 

However, on the Jordon “Stand-

ard” models “unitized refrigera- 
tion” is being made available to 
eliminate remote installation. The 
unit consists of a regular “Stand- 
ard” panel, but with built-in com- 
pressor and coiling on the panel 
for easy assembly and mainte- 
nance. The compressor is on the 
outside of the walk-in refrigerator. 

Terhune explained that the own- 
er can also install his own com- 
pressor and coil, if he so desires, 
by using a plain panel instead of 
the unitized one. 

The Jordon standard models 
come in one series of four sizes 
which are 6 ft. wide and 7% ft. 
high, each requiring a different 
number of panels. The second 
series sizes of “Standard” walk-ins 
consists of four models 9 ft. 10 in. 
wide and 714 ft. high. 

The Jordon sectional “Zero” 
freezers (Model WF) come in the 


same basic sizes as the “Standard” 
walk-in refrigeration styles. The 
sectional freezer is designed for 
sub-freezing temperature storage. 

Also available in custom-sizes, or 
in boxes with additional panels, 
are glass or solid service windows 
and doors to permit rapid inspec- 
tion and access to contents. 

Standardized sections on both 
the freezers and refrigerators are 
interchangeable with choice of lo- 
cation for walk-in door. Panels are 
fabricated on jigs for ease of as- 
sembly without special skill or 
tools. 

All joints are air-tight. Exteriors 
are made with heavy gauge gal- 
vanized sheet steel for durability 
and rodent protection. Light and 
pilot light switches are standard. 
Meat rails, shelves, service doors, 
and windows are optional. 

Glass fiber insulation is used in 
both walk-in refrigerators and 
freezers, 4 in. thick for standard 
temperature boxes and 6 in. for 
freezers. Floors are made of heavy 
gauge galvanized sheet steel. The 
“Standard” models include remov- 
able slotted wood floor grid. 

Gray baked enamel finishes are 
standard in all models, but white 
enamel can be provided at extra 
cost. 

Prices are furnished on the basis 
of individual orders.

Overdue incentives to greater industrial development will 
lighten the tax load for everybody, Crawford H. Greenewalt, 
president of Du Pont, declares. 

Our industrial economy is, directly or indirectly, the source 
of most of our tax revenues. However, our screwball tax system 
raises barriers to business expansion which otherwise could lower 
prices for consumers. 


We should aim for a tax system based on low rates assessed 
against a large and growing national output. The more we can 
increase our real wealth and income, the greater will be the gross 
tax yield. 

Anything which minimizes business growth is a penalty upon 
all of us, including the tax collector. Items: (1) It deprives us 
of consumer benefits which arise from productive gains, (2) It 
exaggerates the tax levy on each of us. 

Tax reform must enlarge opportunities for industrial expan- 
sion by: 

“Keeping as much purchasing power as possible in the hands 
of the consumers; providing sufficient financial incentive to pre- 
serve our pioneering spirit; and making sure that there is enough 
capital available to finance new production facilities as they are 
needed. 

During the next 10 years American industry will need $250 
billion of new capital—IF the rate of improvement in standards 
of living is to continue. Substantial sums surely will come from 
new risk capital supplied by individuals. 

Under present tax laws, the unfortunate fact is that the 
number of people who can afford to invest in new and risky 
ventures is dwindling continually. Risk capital does not and 
should not come out of the rent money. 

The odds are great, and the time required to bring new

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enterprises to profitable life often is discouragingly long. 

“Many a flourishing business today had a blue-sky aspect 
at its beginning,” he reminds, citing the automobile industry as 
an example of one which has become “one of the principal founda- 
tions of our economy.” 

“If we are to find sources of risk capital, we must get it 
from those who can afford to lose. Yet those who can afford to 
lose are those on whom our personal income taxes fall most 
heavily.” 

Measures which mean the most to expansion of the nation’s 
economy “actually cost very little in our total tax income.” 

“Those presumably least able to pay already have by all odds 
the greatest portion of the burden simply because they are the 
only ones who can assume it,” Mr. Greenewalt adds. 

Money raised by surtax rates above 50% level is less than 
1.5% of Federal tax revenues. Gift and inheritance taxes together 
also contribute less than 1.5%, and the entire tax collection from 
capital gains nets around 1.5%. 

“Hence, the total revenue from three sources that might be 
expected to finance industrial expansion amounts to less than 
4.5% of the total Federal tax take—a high price if the cost is 
reduced initiative and a reluctance to provide risk capital.” 

Large enterprises seem to have no difficulty in getting money 
for additions; but that “it is the small business and the individual 
enterpriser that are out in the cold. And it is in this area that 
one finds not only the greatest element of risk, the greatest lack 
of capital, but also the greatest potential for the future. 


“| dislike seeing a tax situation that reduces the possibility 
of risk and innovation by the small company or by the Thomas 
Edisons and the Henry Fords of the present time. These small 
enterprises must look for their capital primarily to the individual 
investor willing to take a long gamble. They cannot look with 
confidence to established financial institutions.” 

Pointing out that on the average it takes $12,000 of capital 
to provide an industrial job for one worker, he notes that if taxes 
siphon off that $12,000 into the current till, the money is spent 
once and is then gone forever. Put into productive enterprise, 
the total resulting taxes would run about $1,500 a year. 

“Hence by promoting the employment of risk capital rather 
than siphoning it off in taxes, the government assures itself of 
an approximately 12.5% return on the investment, a substantially 
larger return, I might add, than the investor himself is likely 
to get.” 

Economic expansion comes about “as the consequence of 
individual aspirations, individual perserverance, individual enter- 
prise. It comes because someone has the desire and the courage 
to fan the embers of a fleeing idea into the leaping flame of reality. 
It comes also because someone else has the vision and the faith 
to risk his resources against the long odds of eventual success. 

“The element of incentive is far too obvious to be overlooked 
or discounted. On the one hand, it is the hope of reward that 
keeps the lights burning late and the noses to the grindstone. 
On the other, it is the hope of reward that keeps the coins 
flowing into the piggy banks and the dollars flowing into new 
industrial enterprises. 

“If we dampen this personal enthusiasm or depreciate the 
extra dollar by high surtax rates, the thrust of economic expan- 
sions loses its momentum and drive. We can not long tolerate 
in our national interest a tax program that defeats this purpose.” 


So long as we are content to regard school as a mass pro- 
duction process, giving large numbers of students minimum doses 
of sterotyped coures adapted to average abilities, just so long will 
we fail to improve our democracy in any marked degree.—E. M.

600 homes on a 323-acre site in 
Bloomfield township on the west- 
ern outskirts of Birmingham and 
about 20 miles northwest of De- 
troit.

ing medium, Beltz said. He pointed 
out that the water supply appears 
to be adequate and no water savers 
are being used.

Portable Cafeteria 
Counter Introduced 
By Louisville Firm 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.—Silvercraft, 
Inc. here, specialist in sectional 
counter units, has introduced what 
it claims is the first completely 
portable cafeteria counter front 
production fabricated units. 

The portable counter, according 
to Frank C. Lewis, president of 
Silvercraft, is made up of three 
standard units bolted together and 
riding on full swiveled rubber-tired 
casters. 

Tires are resistant to floor clean- 
ing acids, oil, and strong deter- 
gents. It is designed for use in in- 
dustrial plants, hospitals, and 
other institutions. 

The three units include a 2-pan 
steam table, a plain top section, 
and cold pan unit complete with 
glass “sneeze guards” and other 
food protective accessories stand- 
ard in cafeteria service. 

All necessary electrical outlets 
and plugs, along with an 8-ft. line 
cord, are provided. Hot food wells 
are thermostatically and individu- 
ally controlled. 

Both hot and refrigerated units

reach the desired operating tem- 
perature in from three to five min- 
utes after switches are turned on, 
the company says. All operate on 
110-volt current. 

The tray slide tubing is mounted 
on specially designed brackets 
which allow it to fold down and 
out of the way. This makes it 
possible for the counter to pass 
through a 28-in. doorway or open- 
ing. The counter can be easily 
stored or brought into service di- 
rect to waiters or customers upon 
a moment’s notice. The cold pan 


can be cleaned by removing drain 
plug and allowing waste water to 
drain through. 

The portable counter can be 
made into any arrangement or 
length desired simply by adding or 
taking away standard Silvercraft 
units, the company says. 

Some of the other units are an 
urn stand, bottle box, equipment 
stand, and refrigerator salad unit.

The ordinary compression re- 
frigeration system has two pres- 
sures: the high pressure, also 
called the discharge, condensing, 
or head pressure, and the low 
pressure, also called the evapora- 
tor or suction pressure. 


GAS TO LIQUID IN 
HIGH PRESSURE 


The high pressure starts in the 
compressor cylinder at the end of 
the compression stroke and con- 
tinues through the condenser, re- 
ceiver, and liquid line to the ex- 
pansion valve, float valve, capillary 
tube, or other pressure-reducing 
device. 

Except for pressure-drop caused 
by restrictions in the equipment, 
the pressure is the same from the 
compressor discharge valve to the 
expansion valve, and is the satura- 
tion pressure corresponding to the 
temperature in the condenser at 
which the gas starts to change into 
a liquid. This temperature is 
known as the condensing tempera- 
ture. 


PRESSURE SAME BUT 
TEMPERATURES CHANGE 


However, the gas does not re- 
main at the same temperature 
from the compressor to the expan- 
sion valve. When it leaves the 
compressor, the gas is superheated 
above condensing temperature, and 
in the receiver and liquid line the 
liquid is apt to be sub-cooled, that 
is, below condensing temperature. 


LIQUID TO GAS IN 
LOW PRESSURE 


As the liquid passes through the 
expansion valve its pressure falls 
to the low pressure in the evapora- 
tor and, except for pressure-drop 
due to restrictions in the equip- 
ment, the low pressure remains 
the same through the evaporator 
and suction line until it reaches 
the compressor cylinder. The low 
pressure is the saturation pressure 
corresponding to the evaporating 
temperature, which is the tem- 
perature at which the liquid is 
changing to a vapor. 


GAS TO CYLINDER IS 
SUPERHEATED 


After all the liquid has changed 
to a vapor, the temperature starts 
to rise or superheat above the eva- 
porating temperature, through the 
latter part of the evaporator and 
through the suction line back to 
the compressor inlet. 

The change from high pressure 
to low pressure as the liquid 
passes through the expansion valve 
or float valve is rather abrupt, al- 
though the pressure reduction is 
somewhat more gradual in a capil- 
lary tube. 

The pressure rise of the super- 
heated, low pressure gas going 
through the compressor cylinder is 
gradual, although in a modern 
high speed compressor it happens 
so rapidly that we are apt to 
think of the rise in pressure in the 
cylinder as almost instantaneous. 

If we could observe the change 
in pressures in the compressor 
cylinder in slow motion, we would 
see them rise gradually on the 
compression stroke, from the en- 
tering (suction) pressure to the 
discharge (condensing) pressure. 
If we could see and follow these 
stages of rise and fall in pressures 
inside the cylinder, we could ob- 
serve the effects of leaking suction 
and/or discharge valves, worn 
pistons, rings or cylinder walls, 


COMPRESSION STROKE 


The curve in Fig. 1 shows the 
pressures in the cylinder of a typi- 
cal compressor during the com- 
pression stroke. The piston is at 
its lowest point in the cylinder at 
“A,” the beginning of the stroke, 
and at its highest point at “E,” 
the end of the stroke. The top of 
the piston does not go entirely to 
the top of the cylinder at “F”’ (the 
underside of the valve plate), so 
the space between “E” and “F” 
represents the clearance volume of 
the cylinder. 

Line MN represents the suc- 
tion pressure of 25 p.s.ii.g. or 40 
p.s.i.a., corresponding to an eva- 
porating temperature of 25° F. for 
“Freon-12.”’ (These figures are not 
exact, but for simplicity are to the 
nearest whole numbers). 

The compression stroke starts 
with the pressure in the cylinder 
at “A,” slightly less than the suc- 
tion pressure, for it requires a 


little difference in pressure to open ¢- 


the suction valve; so the first part 
of the stroke from “A” to “B” is 
not effective; that is, the suction 
pressure is not raised during this 
first part of the compression 
stroke. 


HIGH PRESSURE IN CYLINDER 
ABOVE CONDENSING 
PRESSURE 


From “B” to “D” the piston 
rises and compresses the suction 
gas trapped in the cylinder when 
the suction valve closes at “B.” At 
“C,” the pressure in the cylinder 
equals condensing pressure in the 
condenser, as shown by line “XY,” 
of 117 p.s.i.g. or 132 p.s.i.a. cor- 
responding to a 100° F. condensing 
temperature. 

However, the pressure in the 
cylinder must rise to “D,” beyond 
condensing pressure, for the addi- 
tional pressure is required to over- 
come the spring of the discharge 
valve so that the valve will open. 
During the remainder of the com- 
pression stroke to “E,” the dis- 
charge valve stays open and the 
compressed gas flows from the 
cylinder, through the discharge 
valve, and into the condenser. 

The top of the piston does not 
rise beyond point “E,” so from 
“E” to “F” represents a loss of 
compression stroke, for that much 
high pressure gas stays in the 
cylinder and does not get pumped 
out to the condenser. Also, this 
clearance volume from “E”’ to “F” 
has an important effect on the 
suction stroke. 


CHARACTERISTICS OF 
SUCTION STROKE 


Fig. 2 shows the pressures in 
the cylinder during the suction 
stroke of this same compressor. 
The top of the cylinder is at “F” 
but the suction stroke actually 
starts at “G” (which is the same 
point as “E” on the compression 
stroke—that is, top dead-center of 
the piston), so from “F” to “GQ” 
represents the clearance volume of 
the cylinder and is identical with 
“E” to “F” in Fig. 1 representing 
the compression stroke. 

The clearance volume is very 
small compared to the total volume 
of the cylinder, but the pressure in 
it is high compared to suction 
pressure. As the piston goes down- 
ward on the suction stroke, this 
high pressure gas left in the top 
of the cylinder expands and its 
pressure becomes less. 

The first effect of the reduction 
in pressure of this trapped gas is 
on the discharge valve. It closes 
as soon as the pressure in the 


the cylinder and thus close the dis- 
charge valve. 

There is still high pressure in 
the cylinder, but it gradually be- 
comes less as the piston goes down- 
ward on the suction stroke. Fin- 
ally at “H,” the pressure in the 
cylinder is down to suction pres- 
sure. Nevertheless, the suction 
valve does not open until “I,” when 
the pressure in the cylinder is 
enough less than suction pressure 
for the suction pressure to over- 
come the suction valve spring and 
open the valve. 

Only from that point on to the 
end of the suction stroke at “J” 
(which corresponds to “A” on the 
compression stroke) does suction 
gas flow into the cylinder. 

Since “J” on the suction stroke 
is the same as “A” on the compres- 
sion stroke, this same cycle is 
completed through the pressures 
shown in Fig. 1 and again by those 
in Fig. 2 successively.

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What the New Tax Law Means to All Businessmen 


Analysis of Its Provisions Serves To Help Any Firm To Reduce Its 
Tax Liability and Offers Opportunities To Boost Employe Morale 


This is the first part of a two-part article which specifically 
analyzes the recently enacted new Federal tax law in terms of 
what it means to the businessman and his employes. 


Part I discusses some of the principal changes in the Internal 
Revenue Code that can possibly work to the benefit of any busi- 
nessman. Part II, to be published in a following issue, will put 
emphasis on the possible benefits to employes, including a special 
part on what it means to outside salesmen.

For the first time in close to 75 
years, the U. S. has a brand-new 
tax law to live with—a truly 
sweeping revision of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 

The importance of this new law 
to the individual taxpayer is great. 
But to the businessman it means 
even more. It is a challenge. Con- 
gress has given him a new eco- 
nomic freedom. In return, he is 
expected to use that freedom to 
insure growth and _ prosperity— 
without the stimulus of huge de- 
fense spending. 

Will business rise to the chal- 
lenge? That is strictly up to you. 
The incentives and concessions of 
the new tax law are there for the 
taking. Now it’s your job to find 
out about them—and make the 
most of what’s offered. 

To help you do that, here are 
some of the highlights from the 
new law. But in the space here, it’s 
impossible to flag all the many 
changes in the new 1,000-page 
code. There are hundreds of new 
benefits. Congress went through 
the old law with a fine-tooth comb 
in its drive to soften or get rid of 
those provisions that might stymie 
business growth. All that can be 
done here is point out some of 
those benefits—and suggest you 
talk to your tax adviser, bearing 
in mind these two _ important 
goals: 

... How to get the best tax 
break out of the law for your busi- 


. How to use its provisions 
to bolster employe morale. 
Here are some of the important 
things you should know about the 
new law right now: 


Faster Depreciation Allowed 


The depreciation rules are typi- 
cal of the spirit of the new law. 
Their aim is to encourage new in- 
vestments by giving taxpayers a 
break—in this case by allowing 
faster and larger write-offs in 
peak tax-rate years. 

You can now choose any of 
several methods for depreciating 
your property. You can take: 

(1) the old straight-line method, 
stretching equal deductions over 
the useful life of plant or equip- 
ment; 

(2) a “declining balance’ method 
or a “sum of the digits’ method, 
both of which enable you to re- 
cover about one-half the cost of 
an asset in about one-third of its 
useful life; 

(3) any other reasonable meth- 
od of depreciation that fits your 
business (for instance, a rate of 
depreciation tied to your rate of 
production ). 

Here’s a brief example of how 
these methods work: 

Suppose in 1954 you buy a new 
factory building for $25,000. The 
estimated useful life of the build- 
ing is 50 years. Under straight-line 
depreciation, you get a deduction 
of 2% each year, or $500. Under 
the declining balance method, you

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take 4%—not 4% of the cost, but 
4% of the remaining balance each 
year. In other words, over the first 
three years, you would deduct: 


Ist year: 4% of $25,000, or 
$1,000. 

2nd year: 4% of $24,000, or 
$960. 

8rd year: 4% of $23,040, or 
$921.60 


In comparing the straight-line 
method with the declining-balance 
method, keep this in mind: Under 
declining balance, you get about 
40% of your cost during the first 
quarter of your asset’s life, about 
two-thirds of cost through the 
first half. So if heavy deductions 
in the early years of the proper- 
ty’s life are important to you, 
you can use this system. Other- 
wise, if you have no high income 
to offset right now and want to 
keep your deductions constant, the 
straight-line method is still avail- 
able. 

The sum-of-the-digits method 
has much the same effect as the 
declining-balance system. There’s 
this difference though: Sum-of-the- 
digits permits you to set your own 
salvage value; under declining- 
balance, the value is automatically 
fixed. 

Say you buy a machine in 1954 
for $175. It has an estimated use- 
ful life of five years and an esti- 
mated salvage value of $25. Under 
sum-of-the-digits, your deductions 
on the machine for the first year 
would equal %s5 of $150 (cost less 
salvage value), “5 the second year, 
“5 the third year, and so on. 

The rate for any year consists 
of a fraction. The numerator of 
this is the number of the year 
taken in reverse order, in this case 
5. The denominator is the sum of 
the numbers representing the re- 
maining years of life, 1 plus 2 plus 
3 plus 4 plus 5, in this case, 15. 

Besides giving you an added in- 
centive for new construction, these 
depreciation rules—which apply to 
new buildings and new equipment 
bought after 1953—may tip the 
scales in favor of buying new, in- 
stead of used, equipment. The 
extra cost of the new might be off- 
set by the higher depreciation de- 
ductions. And on top of that, of 
course, you have the efficiency of 
new equipment. 


Partners and Proprietors Can 
Elect To Be Taxed as 
Corporations 


The most important change in 
the new law affecting partners and 
single proprietors is this: They 
can cut their business-profits tax 
by electing to have their firms 
taxed as corporations. And they 
don’t have to incorporate to do it. 

This can mean a lot to the 
small businessman. It offers him a 
shield against high personal in- 
come tax rates. By choosing to be 
taxed on a corporate basis, he can 
limit himself to a salary that 
puts him in a lower income tax 
bracket. 

And though the business pays a 


corporate tax on the profits that 
remain, the total of the two taxes 
may be less than what the owner 
would have to pay if all the in- 
come was reported on an indivi- 
dual return. 

Example: You, as a single pro- 
prietor, have a business income of 
$100,000. You now pay a tax of 
$53,640 on that if you file a joint 
return. If you elect to be taxed as 
a corporation—and you take a 
salary of, say, $35,000—you pay 
the individual tax of $11,900. On 
the remaining $65,000 from the 
business, you pay a corporation 
tax of $28,300. That makes a total 
tax of $40,200, compared with 
$53,640 if you had reported all the 
income on a joint return. 

However, your real, over-all tax 
saving isn’t quite this big; the 
earnings left in the business are 
subject to a future capital gains 
tax of about $9,000. But even 
figuring that, you still come out 
with a savings of about $4,000 by 
choosing the corporate basis. 

Not all partnerships or proprie- 
torships, of course, can take ad- 
vantage of the switch to corpo. 
rate reporting. There are certain 
strings attached. For instance, 
capital—in the form of inventory 
or equipment—must be a material 
income-producing factor in your 
operation. And even for those who 
can make the change there are 
some definite drawbacks. 

The election once made is ir- 
revocable—unless there’s a change 
of ownership of more than 20%. 
It rules out any participation in a 
qualified pension or profit-sharing 
plan of the business. 

On balance, though, the new pro- 
visions amount to this: If they fit 
your case—and needs—they can 
mean sizeable tax savings. 


Accumulation of Surplus 
Rules Are Eased 


A major accomplishment of the 
new law is to get rid of a trap that 
faced almost all closely-held cor- 
porations—the penalty on unrea- 
sonable accumulation of surplus. 

The new ground rules allow you 
to move safely within a wide area 
—put aside profits for future ex- 
pansion or emergencies, even plan 
dividend declarations so they work 
to your tax advantage. The old law 
left the burden of proof on what 
was a “reasonable” accumulation 
of surplus strictly up to the com- 
pany. There was no specific exemp- 
tion, and penalties were stiff for 
those who ran afoul of the Trea- 
sury. 

Now that’s all changed. Under 
the new Code, you can accumulate 
up to $60,000, without penalty, to 
meet reasonably anticipated busi- 
ness needs. Where you pile up 
more than the $60,000, the burden 
for proving it to be unreason- 
able is now on the Treasury. And 
even if you do transgress, the 
penalties are lighter. They used to 
be applied to the entire amount of 
the retained earnings. Now you 
pay only on the portion that’s an 
unreasonable accumulation. 


Accounting Changes 
You Can Make 


The new law makes it a great 
deal easier to choose or switch 
around your accounting methods. 
Here are just a few of the things 
it allows: 

. You can use a 52-week or 


53-week fiscal year instead of a 
calendar year or fiscal year ending 
on the last day of a month. A busi- 
ness can thus change its account- 
ing period to end on a certain day 
each month—rather than on the 
variable end of the month. 

Advantage: Fewer adjustments 
to make on your tax return (you 
can end your year at the end of a 
working week—and so take inven- 
tory over the weekend). 


Dealers Who Report 
On Accrual Basis 


. If you have an instalment 
dealer who reports on the accrual 
basis, you can shift to the instal- 
ment basis—without paying a 
double tax on the income already 
reported under the accrual system. 
If you change to the instalment 
basis, you can get a credit each 
year for the tax on the income 
that you have already reported on 
an accrual basis. Note, however, 
that the new rules apply only to 
1954 and the years that follow. 

. You can now set up re- 
serves for future estimated costs 
—cash discounts, vacation pay, 
self-insurance for injury and dam- 
age claims, returns and allowances, 
and the like. But check carefully 
here to see just what the law says 
you can and can’t do. Estimated 
reserves will have to be reviewed 
each year. If they are too big, the 
excess must be added back to in- 
come. 

. If you are on an accrual 
basis, you can now spread pre- 
paid income over the period in 
which it will be earned—up to a 
limit of five years after the year 
you receive it. Under the old law, 
you had to report the money in 
the year you got it. This change 
suggests an inexpensive way to 
finance your business: Offer dis- 
counts for advance payments; if 
the discounts are less than the in- 
terest you would otherwise pay for 
the use of the money, you’re ahead. 

. . Hybrid accounting meth- 
ods, the new law says, are now 
perfectly O.K. For instance, you 
can use the accrual method to re- 
port sales and purchases, a cash 
basis for reductions for rent, 
wages, interest, and insurance. In 
effect, this gives a green light to 
small businesses to use whatever 
accounting methods suit their 
operations best. And there’s no 
worry about having to adjust for 
tax purposes. 


Loss Carryover Rules Eased 


For businessmen who have had 
good profit years and who are now 
running into losses, the new rules 
for carryback of net operating 
losses are a welcome change. You 
can now carry back a loss against 
the profits of two preceding years 
—not just one, as the old law 
allowed. And the new law is more 
liberal in the reductions you have 
to make in your carryover loss. 
On top of this, you still have the 
five-year carry-forward against 
future profits. 

Example: You made a $10,000 
profit in 1952 and a $5,000 one in 
1953. In 1954, you have a $15,000 
loss. Under the old law, you could 
carry back your loss only to the 
$5,000 in profits earned in 1953. 
That would mean a refund on 1953 
taxes, but the other $10,000 of the 
loss could be applied only against

(Continued from preceding page) 
future profits. Now, under the new 
law, you can go back two years, 
which in this case uses up the en- 
tire loss. A refund is in store on 
both 1952 and 1953 taxes. 


Research Expenses 
Can Be Deducted 


The old law was muddled about 
research costs. In most cases, 
small companies had to capitalize 
and write off expenses over the 
useful life of the benefit. Or, 
much later, they could deduct 
them as an abandonment loss. 

That’s all different now. You 
can deduct research and experi- 
mental expenses in the year the 
cost is incurred. Or you can elect 
to amortize the expense over a 
period of five years or more. How- 
ever, once you decide how you 
want to handle the costs, you can’t 
change unless you get Treasury 
approval. 

One note of warning: The new 
rules don’t apply to land, or to 
buildings, and other depreciable 
property used in research work. 
Nor do they cover mineral, oil, or 
gas exploration. 


Additional Deductions Allowed 


There are many changes in what 
a company can deduct from income. 
Here are several of the more im- 
portant ones: 

. Organization expenses to set 
up a corporation—legal fees, stock 
taxes, etc.—can now be written off 
over a period of five years or more.

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Under the old law, you couldn’t 
take them until the corporation 
folded up. 

. . . The new law makes a bad 
debt out of any bad debt con- 
tracted while you or your company 
is in business. This holds even if 
the debt goes sour after the com- 
pany goes out of business. 

The old rule was that a debt 
that turned bad after a taxpayer 
had gone out of business wasn’t a 
bad debt. That meant the taxpayer 
was deprived of a fully deductible 
loss against ordinary income. The 
reason: A nonbusiness bad debt is 
deducted only against capital gains 
and ordinary income up to $1,000. 

. . . Corporate charitable con- 
tributions that top the 5% limita- 
tion can now be carried over to two 
succeeding years—provided they’re 
within the 5% limit for those 
years. Under the old law, any 
excess within a year was lost to 
the corporation. 


Other Changes 


There are scores of other ways 
in which the businessman will find 
the new tax law an easier one to 
live with. For instance: 

. . Stockholders of closely held 
corporations are now eligible to 
cash in on the tax benefits of re- 
stricted stock options. The old law

The option 
must be exercised within five years 
of the time it is granted, or within 
one year after the enactment of 
the law. 

. Distributors and dealers can 
now apply capital-gains rules to 
the payments they get when their 
franchise or distributorship is can- 
celled. However, they must have 
made substantial investments in 
the facilities of the distributorship. 

. The threat of a double tax 
in the sell-out of a corporate busi- 
ness is now all but removed. Under 
the old law, a double tax was 
always a danger: The first when 
the corporation sold the company’s 
assets; the second when the stock- 
holders received the proceeds in 
liquidation. 

Now a corporation that plans to 
sell out can adopt a plan of com- 
plete liquidation. If it sells all its 
assets—except for certain inven- 
tory items and instalment obliga- 
tions—within 12 months after the 
adoption of the plan, there is no 
tax. The only bite is on the stock- 
holder when he gets the proceeds 
of the liquidation. And he pays 
then only if the proceeds are more 
than the tax basis of his stock— 
and only at capital gains rates. 

. The new law gives you spe- 
cific tax protection in cases where 
a creditor cancels some of your 
debts. It used to be that the courts 
would often have to decide whether 
the cancellation constituted income 
to you. 

Now there’s a simple way out: 
You merely reduce the tax basis 
of your property by the amount of 
the discharge. All you have to 
show is that you incurred the debt 
in connection with property used 
in your trade or business. You 
don’t have to be incorporated, nor 
does the debt have to be a secured 
one. 

These are only a few of the im- 
mensely important benefits that 
the new tax law offers to business. 
It’s your responsibility to take full 
advantage of all of them—each and 
every one that applies to your 
operation. In a second instalment 
of this report, you will find how 
some of the new provisions can 
work toward building a happier, 
more efficient work force for your 
company.

3 Utilities Serving Texas Report Big Air 
Conditioning Gains, Larger Sizes Prevalent 


Continuing with the survey of 
air conditioning growth in Texas, 
Statistics which are available show 
that the upward trend was strong 
in the San Antonio area and in 
many smaller communities, as 
well as in Dallas, Ft. Worth, and 
Houston (figures on these three 
cities were published in previous 
issues). 

While exact data for previous 
years was not available, the 1953 
figures for San Antonio are said 
to represent a substantial improve- 
ment over previous years. 

It is notable that there were a 
substantially greater number of 
1-hp. units sold than 34 hp. in the 
San Antonio area. Also worthy of 
note is the fact that 25 25-ton units 
were sold, more than either 15 or 
20-ton sizes, and almost as many 
as the 10-ton size. 

In the more than 40 counties 
served by the Texas Power & Light 
Co., very substantial gains in air 
conditioning were made in 1953, 
according to data collected by the 
power company. The gains were 


shown in commercial and indus- 
trial applications, as well as resi- 
dential. 

In the residential installations 
(it is presumed that these included 
room air conditioners), the gain 
was more than 50% in 1953 over 
1952. 

A nearly 200% increase in room 
cooler sales in 1953 over 1952 was 
reported for the area in Texas 
served by the Southwestern Gas 
and Electric Co. 

For all units installed on the 
lines, the %4-hp. size was the 
leader, but the 1-hp. size was 
edging up. A survey also revealed 
that 3.67% of the room air con- 
ditioners installed had some sort 
of a heating device or element in- 
cluded. 

The Lower Colorado’ River 
Authority estimated that on the 
lines of the some 20 municipal elec- 
tric systems served by the Author- 
ity, some 2,100 packaged air con- 
ditioning units were installed in 
1953. Figures for some of the indi- 
vidual cities are included in the 
tables.
